1  pn»cw?<i  to  jiive  a  skcl.'li  ot  niy 
journey  to  tlii't  place.  I  Ictl  liiuirr,  Wayiu* 
county,  N.  Y*,  na  Tucsiiay,  itcloher  18, 
arrived  at  Auhiini  lluil  evening,  wlicre  i  had 
the  s.itist'.tctio  i  of  l  e  ■oamii'  ac.piaintcd  with 
our  friend,  Hon.  U.  F.  iJoah.uday,  an  1  his 
family,  unJ  enjoyed  tlie  hospitality  of  his 
bouse.  The  next  place  at  which  I  found 
any  brethren  in  the  faith. was  Candor,  near 
Owegu,  where  I  stopped  and  delivered  a 
lecture  tm  Friday  evening,  to  n  respin-talde 
nuin'ier  of  attentive  hearers.  Thciicc  I 
proceeded  to  Slieshequiii,  Pa. .where  I  met 
a  warm  reception  Iroiii  our  gooil  friends. 
At  that  place  I  preached  on  a^und ay,  hoili 
fore  a:id  atlcrnoo.i,  to  a  iiiinieroiisan  lienee, 
from  who  n  I  received  subst.iiitial  tokens  ol 
liliendity  and  frieiidsliij).  Ueiiig  delayed 
by  rain  from  proceeding  on  1113’  jonr.ie}'.  1 
liad  the  satisfaction  of  enjoying  tlic  eoni- 
pany  of  our  giaid  friends  in  tliat  village, 
till  .Vio.iday  afternoon,  when  I  left  iheiii  i'or 
Towaiidu,  where  I  p  tsseil  the  iiiglit  with 
Mr.  Simeon  Kinney.  Tliis  oian  is  one  oi 
those  who  were  r.HJcnily  r.-jeetod  as  incom¬ 
petent  to  give  testimony,  on  aeeoiint  of  their 
being  Uoiversalist,  hy  his  Honor  Ivlwar.i 
Herrick,  Judge  of  the  13th  Judicial  District 
of  Pa.,  though  his  character  li»r  veraciiy  is 
proUibty  equal  to  that  of  any  other  person 
ill  tlie  place,  licing  a  man  in  whom  the 
peojile  had  such  rmifideoce  that  they  ro 
peatedly  clerMed  him  to  tcprcsciit  them  in 
the  &!t|fte  L'lgisluturc. 

After  leaving  Towaml.a,  I  mit  with  one 
Uoiversalist  on  the  road,  who  belonged  to 
Wayne  county.  N.  and  he  was  the  only 
one  I  found  till  I  arrival  at  .Marietta,  on 
B.iturday  evening.  But  there,  as  yon  may 
well  j  idge,  I  was  greined  with  a  most  cor¬ 
dial  welcome.  The  first  house  I  entered  in 
the  place  was  your  father's.  .Among  tin 
nunther  whom  I  met  at  this  paternal  nian- 
sioii,  I  had  the  unexpected  pleasure  of  la  iiiM 
introductul  to  our  esteemetl  Brs.  J.  Myers, 
and  W.  L.  Hawley.  This  cireumstaiiee, 
together  with  the  satisfaction  1  enjoyed  in 
mating  all  the  brethren  in  the  place,  made 
my  stay  there  unusually  agreeahle.  On  5>un- 
day,  .A.  M.  I  enjoyed  the  pleasure  of  speak¬ 
ing  to  a  large  ami  attentive  audience  in  the 
fraie  meeting-house  ;  and  in  the  after  part 
of  the  day  listened  to  Br.  Myers  while  he 

{treadled  in  German.  I  also  delivered  a 
Bcture  on  Monday  evening,  designed  to 
point  out  *' some  of  the  dangers  towliieh 
’our  liberties  are  exposed.” 

Parting  witli  regret  from  the  good  friends 
in  Marietta,  after  receiving fntm  them  vari¬ 
ous  tokens  of  friendship  and  liberality.  I 
proceeded  to  Baltimore,  where  I  again  fouinl 
brethren.  After  remaining  a  while  wiili 
our  Br.  O.  A.  Skinner,  whom  I  liad  Itefore 
known  in  Mass.,  and  visiting  some  of  the 
curiosities  of  the  place,  I  pursued  my  jour¬ 
ney  to  Wasbington  city.  There  I  tarrieil  a 
timo.  during  which  I  visited  the  Capi- 


!  tol  and  President's  Mouse,  after  which  1 
!  proceeilfd  on  my  way  to  Frederickshiirg, 
Va.,  at  which  place  I  cxpectcil  to  have  found 
many  hrcthreii,  hut  was  disappointed.— 
Calling  on  Mr.  Whiiteniorc,  hrolht  r  to  the 
F  lilor  of  tiie  Trunipi  t,  who  is  a  merchant 
of  that  place,  I  was  assnnal  that  tlierc 
were  very  few  in  the  place  who  would 
avow  themselves  Universalisis,  and  that 
there  wo'.ilil  he  no  eiicoiii'ageiiient  to  hold  a 
meeting  at  that  time.  Finding  matters  in 
this  eondilion,  alter  a  stop  of  only  a  few 
minutes,  1  proceeded  on  iny  journey,  taking 
from  ihence  a  south-western  direction  on 
tile  mail  route  to  Georgia. 

It  was  iny  general  practice  to  inquire  for 
Universalists  at  the  places  where  I  stopped, 
hilt  almost  itivariahly  without  obtaitiing  any 
infortnation.  .Making  such  an  inquiry  on 
iny  arrival  at  Cartersville,  Va.,  on  the  Jaiees 
Iliver,  I  was  agreeably  surprised  at  heiiii: 
informed  that  there  were  tinmhers  in  the 
village.  Introdiicinginyselftooneoftlieni, 
I  found  a  warin  l.roili-.  r,  w  ho,  on  inquiry, 
j  jiroticd  to  he  a  distant  relation  of  mine. — 
1  .A  meeting  was  immediately  proposed,  ainl, 
dlhough  it  was  about  suns,  t,  the  iniornia- 
tion  was  so  ra|)idly  «  xiciulcd,  that  the  ineel- 
ing  was  well  attended.  One  discourse  hud 
been  ilclivc.'cd  in  that  jdace  a  few  wicks 
previous,  by  Br.  Pitkiti,  of  lliehmoiid. — 
Mr.  Prince,  with  whom  I  tarried,  and  from 
whose  hand  I  ri'ceived  several  importiiiit  fa¬ 
vors,  r.'q  iestial  me  to  state  to  our  minister¬ 
ing  brethreti  that  if  any  of  them  should  jiass 
that  way,  they  would  he  eordially  welcomed 
hy  the  fiiends  in  that  place.  This  unex¬ 
pected  meeting  of  friends,  ami  the  kindness 
iH-stowcd,  was  to  me  most  joy’lul,  like  the 
safe  atnl  peaceful  harbor  alter  u  tedious  voy¬ 
age. 

After  parting  from  these  brethren  I  fell 
in  with  tio  itioie  till  I  arrived  in  Fairlleh! 
District,  in  this  5*ialc,  on  Tuesda3’,  the22d 
of  November,  having  been  thirty-six  days 
on  the  road,  two  of  which  1  was  ditaincd 
by  siitkncss,  and  about  seven  occupied  at 
the  several  places  where  1  tarrieil  on  the 
way,  among  friends  and  others,  leaxing 
Iweiity-sevcii  days  lor  the  journey  i  f  more 
than  eight  hundred  and  fifty  miles.  Thus. 
Ity  theiiood  pravidenre  of  God,  1  have  been 
enalded  to  compU  te  the  undertaking  wii hout 
heitig  detaincrl  hy  the  weather  on  the  way, 
except  when  among  friends,  a  single  hour. 
The  I’old  season  advaticctl  about  tisfustas 
I  jtroceeded  ;  the  most  unpleasant  day  on 
the  rond  was  tliat  on  which  I  entered  this 
S^taie,  the  last  hut  one  of  the  jmtrtiey'. 

From  the  brethren  ill  Fairlield  1  receiver! 
-I  cordial  xvelcnmc  ;  and  fiiulinutlint  a  meet¬ 
ing  was  to  he  held  at  their  meeting-house 
on  the  following  Saturday  and  Sunday  hy 
Br.  Linch,  1  remained  with  them  to  that 
time.  On  Safirday  morning  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  br*roining  nequainted  with  our 
venerable  brother  Elijah  Liiieli,  who  has 
lonsr  l>een  the  only  public  lalairer  in  the  muse 
of  God's  universal  graee  in  this  part  of 
our  country.  He  is  very  plain  in  appear¬ 
ance,  hut  of  a  strong  mind  and  niemnry, 
and  a  host  in  the  cause  of  truth.  ^  On  ac¬ 
count  of  the  rain,  the  audience  was  small 


on  that  day,  but  much  largi  r  the  day  fifi- 
iowing,  Hllhoiigh  the  iveather  was  still  uit- 
phaisant.  'J'wo  discotir.-cs  x\ere  delivered 
on  each  day,  oiiel  y  each  of  us.  On  Mon¬ 
day',  Novi  ml, cr  28,  I  proctM  ded  to  this  ilis- 
triet  ill  company  wilh  Br.  Linch.  Hire 
I  hate  inci  wilh  niinihcrs  of  the  brethren 
who  have  Incii  wailing  my  arrival  with 
aiixiily,  i.iid  who  liave  grcctid  me  vxith  a 
licaity  'wch'ome.  Of  the  state  of  our 
cause  ill  this  region,  I  eannot  as  y  M  spi  uk 
I'rom  my  own  oliscrvatioii.  By  tlie  brt  thren 
I  am  assured  that  it  is  in  a  prosperous  con¬ 
dition, 

1  have  visited  several  places  and  preach¬ 
ed  since  I  arrived,  and  tomid  warm  i'riciids. 
The  Work  of  “  revivals,”  so  culled,  has 
liccn  very  general  in  this  vicinity  ;  and  their 
fruits  have  hceii  similar  to  those  produred 
in  other  siclions.  1  have  received  i.n  nr- 
counl  of  n  suicide  that  occurred  latdy  in 
the  ncighl  oring  part  of  Georgio,  tut  I  have 
not  the  name  ol  the  person.  It  xvas  the 
wile  id' a  man,  who  was  at  church  when 
lilt!  deed  was  committed,  by  liaiiging. 

Ill  speaking  id'  not  finding  hrithrrn  on 
my  journey,  1  would  not  be  undirstood  to 
si.y  that  there  were  no  more  on  the  way, 
but  merely  that  I  did  not  fall  in  w  ith  them. 
I  was  I'riqneiiily  told  there  were  Universal- 
isis  ;  but  It  was  not  eonsisteiit  with  niv  cn- 
srngemenls  to  delay  snfticiciilly  to  find  tin  m. 
1  was  also  assured,  in  several  instances, 
that  if  snnicient  notice  were  given  in  any 
of  the  villages,  there  wnuld  lea  viry  large 
niinihi  r  who  would  niicnd  to  In-ar  the  doc¬ 
trine  of  Uiiiversnlism  proclaimed.

Haring  published  the  brief  report,  and  not 
bavin*  room  for  the  whole  of  this  new  edition 
of  presumptuous  treason  and  impiety,  we  will 
furnish  copious  extracts,  which  shall  fiiithfully 
give  the  meaning  of  the  Doctor.  It  will  he 
seen,  by  referring  to  the  passages  of  Scripture 
({noted,  that  the  theocracy  of  the  Jews,  estab¬ 
lished  of  heaven  for  a  special  purpose — the  uni¬ 
versal  extension  of  the  Redeemer’s  spiritual 
kingdom— consuimnate  assurance,  and  bold  as¬ 
sertion,  together  witli  the  basest  clipping,  patch¬ 
ing  and  perversion  of  the  Scriptures,  form  the 
foundation  of  all  the  D.ictor’s  arguments.  Wo 
notice  these  tilings  note,  to  save  frequent  men¬ 
tion  of  it  iu  our  notes,  and  that  the  render  may 
be  led  to  truce  the  Doctor’s  reasonings  to  their 
fountain  head.  The  objects  of  the  pamphlet 
are  thus  stated  pp.  3,  4.

aside.  To  this  topic,  the  following  pages 
are  eonsecrnled. 

The  {triiutely  authority  of  Messiah,  to 
wliieli  Wt:  refer  in  this  essay,  is  what  di¬ 
vine's  eall  his  ••  rconumiciil  p'oternmnif,'" 
and  not  that  which  is denumiiiuied  his  “rs- 
smtial  kingdodi.'' 

Then  como  a  series  of  positions  devoted  lo 
|ir<ivitigllie  Deity  ami  actual  Kiiig.-^hip  of  Jesus. 
We  give  the  folluwiii*  example  ufiiigenuity  in 
proving  ,1  point  from  Scri| Jure. 

He  is  xcrll  qualified  for  the  ndministra- 
lion  of  this  kingdom,  vast,  complicated  and 
glorious. 

He  is  icise.  “  Cliiist — is  the  wisdom  of 
God."  1  Cor.  i :  21.  ••  I,  wisdom,  dwell 

with  prndeiiee,  nnd  find  out  knowledge  ot 
witty  iiiveiitioi.'s.  By  me  kings  reign.” 
Prov.  viii :  1*2-15. 

As  if  ho  should  say  ;  *'  Therefiire  by  Je¬ 
sus  kings  rei'/it.”  This  is  equal  to,  “Jiid.is 
went  out  and  hanged  himself" — '*  Go  tlmu  and 
do  likewiie." 

So  far  as  wo  can  understand  the  drill  of  the 
!  Doctor’s  reasoning,  mingled  a*  it  seems  to  he 
with  llie  doctrines  of  the  Trinity,  and  Calvin- 
istic  election,  and  ct!ier  dogmas,  nnd  interlard- 
I  ed  with  partial  quotations  of  Scripture  ns  np- 1 
{  plicitlile,  mo.'-t  of  tliem,  as  the  firc*oing,  hi* 

I  reasoning  seetiis  to  be  this God  is  Kii  g  over 
I  the  whole  earlli— Jesus  is  God— therefore  there 
should  lie  no  Sovoniuii.nl  wliirli  dues  not  nfK. 
chilly  acknowledge  Jesus  as  its  chief  civil  ru¬ 
ler.  Jesus  is  civil  ruler  of  all  the  kingdoms — 
tlio  saints  are  joint  heir.<  with  Je.'^iis,  and  his 
clioscu  ones— -tiiercfore  the  kingdoms  of  the 
earth  sitould  he  ruled  by  saints  only— they 
should  be  under  the  govermiteiit  of  the  church 
of  Chri.st — and  no  heretics  or  infidels  should 
liavc  iiiiy  part  nr  lot  in  their  ndmiiiistration.- 
This  is  the  logic  of  the  first  12  pages— except 
that  tlic  Doctor  does  riot  draw  the  conclusions 
so  plai  ily  ns  we  have  stated,  till  he  comes  to 
pages  12  uud  13. 

.4/1  these  he  binds  together  by  the  great 
social  pledge  xohicli  the  tcholc  church,  ns  a 
collective  body,  gives  in  her  oath  ef  allegi¬ 
ance  to  him.  “  Bocanse  he  is  thy  Loni. 
wor.sliip  tlmu  him."  Tlie  chmcli  is,  from 
her  very  organizifion,  ;i  enveiiani  society. 
For  this  reason  she  is  railed  “  the  bride, 
the  Lamb’s  wife." . This  ist'  e  ft.ir  jew¬ 

el  with  which  the  {trophet  says,  that  the 
Lord  adorns  the  foreliend  of  Isratd.  I’l  e 
church's  covenants  are  her  glory,  for  they 
in  the  most  solemn  mauner,  coiisnmmnlc 
the  connexion  which  exists  ’nelwrcn  the 
church  and  her  King.  “  I,  the  Lord,  will 
he  their  God.  nnd  n.j  fnacni  rrvit',  (i.e. 

!  Chri*i.)  n  Prince  among  them.  I,  the 
Lord,  have  spoken  it.  And  I  will  inaki 
with  them  It  rovenant  of  peace.”  Ez.  k. 
xxxiv  :  24,  25.  Tliis  rovcnaiit  of  I'ence. 
is  tlie  national  compact  of  ih.e  roitinum- 
wealllt  of  Isnul.  It  is  tlie  formal  h.oml  ol 
connexion  between  Messiah,  the  Prince  of 
peace,  and  bis  kingdom  of  peace,  oxxr 


which  he  n  igos  forever.  His  subjects  are 
made  willing,  in  the  day  of  Itis  almighty 
grace. 

Wherever  tliis  covenant  is  disregarded, 
lltere  t!ie  dominion  of  Prince  Messiah  is 
lightly  otc.Miied,  religion  is  in  a  low  sttte, 
and  Christian  iiionds  are  relaxed. 

Compare  with—"  John,  in  the  Apocalypse, 
xvii :  I  I,  after  describing  the  modern  despo- 
ti*m«  of  Eiiro|in,  under  the  very  appropriate 
imagery  often  hornriofa  beast, [more  likely  the 
modem  doctrines  ef  the  Christian  Chmh']  adds, 
‘‘These  shall  make  war  upon  the  Lamh"  (Js> 
sus  the  Mediator)  “.And  the  Lamb  ahull  over¬ 
come  them;’’  &c.  .  .  .  the  opposition  of  kis 
saints  to  the  thrones  of  iniquity  is  not,  as  some 
say,  UUiputMii  efforts.  ‘‘  They  [rta  aarnts] 
leillorercomcby  their  testimony."  p.9.  He  then 
aihls, under  the  finirth  division,  which  succeeds 
llii.-t  quotation,  “  .Messiah  is  made  *  head  over 
all  things  to  the  Church,  which  is  his  body.’  ’* 

The  fitlh  general  division  is  thu  following— 
wc  cun  give  only  the  heads  of  the  argutnSBlS 
hy  which  he  would  support  it. 

V.  The  ordinance  of  magistracy  is  suh^ 
jeefed  to  Prince  Messiah.  For 

1.  AH  things  are  prqved  to  be  under  his 
mediatorial  authority,  and  therefore  civil 
government.  As  God  the  Father  alone  is 
excepted,  (1  Cor.  xv:  27.)  political  sove¬ 
reignties  arc  within  the  precincts  of  bis 
dominion. 

S,  It  is  expressly  affirmed  that  he  is  the 
Lord  of  civil  rulers. 

In  the  exultation  of  our  Lord  over  all 
civil  {jower,  an  ancient  prediction  is  ful* 
fiilcd.  “I  will  make  him  my  first  born, 
higher  than  the  kings  of  the  enrlli.”  Psal, 
Ixxxix :  27.  “And  there  was  given  hina 
n  kitigdom,  that  all  nations  should  serve 
liim.”  Dati.  vii  :  14.  .All  this-refers  to  the 
civil  dominion  with  which  Emmanuel,  in 
onr  tiature  is  endowed  at  his  ascension, 
by  formal  investiture. 

If  tlie  Doctor  is  correct  in  his  proofs,  then  th« 
Jews  were  correct  in  refusing  Jesur  as  the  Mes- 
siah-for  they  also  cX]  cctcd  the  Messiah  to  hs  a 
liriZ  ruler,  and  to  exerciso  “  ciciZ  dnniiiiioii"— 
hut  Jesus  refused  to  be  made  king- his  king* 
tloiii  was  not  “of  this  world."  M'lio  shall  wa 
hclieveT  The  Jews  and  Doctor  Willson,  or 
Je.'us  himself? 

3.  The  attrilvtes  of  rulers,  hy  tchick 
they  are  qualified  to  perform  their  official 
functions,  and  their  authority  to  reign,  are 
immedlaleliffrom  the  Spirit  Messiah. 

4.  He  exfi  cues  authority  over  Kings,  as 

the'r  Lord.  , 

5.  Ihe  ordinance  of  magistracy,  cru 

zinaliiig from  Cod  the  Father,  is  commiU 
Vi  to  the  mediatorial  administration  for. 
the  good  of  nations.  . 

6.  It  ilisplays  the  glory  of  the  Godhead, 
“He  is  made  Lord  of  nil,  lo  tl.e  glory  of 

Go.l  tlw?  Fatlu  r.’’  Wl.eti  ttations  refuse  lo 
honor  him.  it  is  a  dishonor  done  to  the 
Lord  Jehovah,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy 
Ghost.

Thuiigh  Jesus  is  ‘‘the  Loril  of  .nil"— -yet  lie  j 
•poaks  oftlie  princes  of  tlie  (leiitilKs  excr(-isin;r 
authority  in  a  manner  cliSHreiit  from  liis  itioilc, 
and  the  mode  ho  prescrihos  to  his  f dlowers, 
(Matt.  XI.)  and  iliereforc,  if  fir  no  other  rei- 
•un,  proves  himself  'he  s/iiritKol,  nut  the  citil 
I^rd  of  all.” 

The  sixth  general  division,  and  the  heads  of 
the  arguments  by  which  ho  would  prove  it, 
are  as  follows : 

VI.  JVcUionM  are  bound,  in  Ike  eonstity- 
fione  of  their  governmenU,  to  recognize 
formally  the  authority  of  the  .Mediator  as 
their  ICmg. 

1.  It  it  the  duty  of  all  the  individuals 

ttho  compote  a  nation,  to  obey  Christ  — 
Therefore,  the  roUeetive  btwly  should  es- 
presaly  aeknowletlgc  Emmanued  ns  tfovo- 
raign  I^trd.  Tliia  n-co^iiition  ou^hl  to  he 
•tnoudied  in  the  fundaniriitsil  luw  of  the 
•nipirc.  When  every  person  in  llic  coi:i- 
BKHiwealth  “is  under  luw  to  Chiisf,”  the 
whole  nation,  in  its  convention  re|irescntii!(; 
mU.  is  bound  by  Iho  Inw  of  God.  to  <Io 
homage  to  him  “who  is  Lord  of  nil.’’ — 
•*  All  the  parts  are  equal  to  the  whole.” 
As  then,  when  acting  iipart,  every  man 
owes  allegiance  to  Christ,  so  when  acting 
together,  they  cannot,  nationally,  lie  freeil 
from  their  ohlication  to  the  “  King  ol 
kings."  “  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that 
every  soul  that  will  not  hoar  him,  shall  he 
destroyed  from  among  his  people.”  Acis 
tii :  23.  ••  Submit  yotirselvcs  tn  every  or¬ 

dinance  of  man,  for  the  Lord’s  sake.”  I 
Pet.  ii  ;  13.  Man,  who  is  stihjeet  to 
Christ,  ordains  eivil  government,  by  the 
will  of  the  majority,  in  the  iianie  of  the 
LiOrd.  And  this  is  the  formal  rottson  of 
the  wrilling  submission,  tir  oLedier.ee.  It 
ia  for  the  Lord  Christ's  sake,  from  whom 
the  people  derive  their  right  to  franiu  the 
government,  by  whom  the  moral  laws  of 
the  empire  are  enacted,  whose  honor  ami 
glory  are  to  be  promotetl,  and  for  w  hose 
sake  alone  that  ailegiaiice  is  due  to  this  or¬ 
dinance  nf  man. 

The  perversion  of  1  Peter  ii:  13,  will  he  evi- 
dent  to  all  w’hn  will  look  at  tlu>  passape  and  its 
connexions.  Allepiaiire  here  was  enjoined  not 
to  Ckrittian  but  to  Pagan  riders.  Cunscqiient- 
ly,  by  Uio  Doctor’s  own  showing, llie  people  hail 
authority  then  to  elect  Pagan  rulers — lias  this 
authority  been  rescinded  7— and  wlicn  7 

2.  ff^e  know  that  Chritt  dost  not  say  to 
kings,  your  subjects  must  obey  me,  but  1 
exempt  you  from  all  obligation  to  honor  mr. 

3.  nhen  rulers  refuse  to  hear,  so  will  the 
people,  generally, 

•4.  They  are  bound  to  legislate  according 
to  hit  law.  “The  Lord  spake  niito  Josliua 
•aying,  this  book  «>f  the  law  shall  not  de¬ 
part  out  of  thy  mouth  :  but  thou  slialt  me¬ 
ditate  therein  day  and  night,  that  llmu 
mayst  observe  to  Jo  according  to  all  that  is 
written  therein  :  for  then  thou  shnit  make 
thy  way  prosperous,  and  tlieii  thou  shall 
have  good  suect'ss.”  Josh,  i:  1-8.  Josliua 
was  a  civil  ruler.  “  No  Scripture  is  ol 
pritrate  interpretation.”  “Now  all  these 


ihiii  's  arc  written  for  our  adinouition.”—

II.iw  running  !  L"sf  repiihlirans  might  say 
this  was  s[iiikcii  to  Jnsliiia,  nr  fir  tlie  Jewisli 
ihixM-rai-y  oiilij,  tins  D  ictor  applies  the  two 
pass;ig<»s  ofllie  New  Teslanieiit  to  prove  it  uni¬ 
versal  !  Liii  us  try  this  :  “  And  tlic  Lord  spake 
until  Muses,  saying,  Go  in,  speiik  imto  Pliii- 
raiili,  kins  of  Egypt,”  &.r.  EmkI.  vi:  10,  11— 
“No  Scripture  is  of  private  int.*rpret:itiiin”— 
therrfiri!  Dr.  Willson,  also,  aiiist  go  in  and 
speak  imto  Pharaoh— “  Now  all  these  things 
are  w  iitlonfir  luirailinonition"— iliercforo  we, 
all,  must  go  ill  and  speak  iintu  Pliarauli  1 

5.  Hit  honor  must  he  promoted  by  erelu- 
ding  his  open  enemies  from  ojfice.  “  W  heii 
the  w  icked  hearelh  rule,  the  people  mourii.” 
Priiv.  xxix  :  2.  Ui  cause  the  Messiah 
ehasiises  them  for  exahing  the  fims  of  his 
ehureli,  anil  law.  To  permit  Atheists, 
Deis's,  Jews,  Pagans,  profane  tin  n.  Iiere- 
lies,  such  as  the  l)las|)hemers  of  Mi'ssiah’s 
(lodheail,  and  Papists  wlin  are  gross  iihila- 
ti'rs,  .11  oreupy  places  of  honor  and  power, 
as  legislaiors,  judges,  be.  is  to  oflt  rn  direel 
iiisiili  to  the  lioly  Jesus.  They  do  not. 
they  w  ill  tiot,  they  eauuot  “  kiet  the  Son," 
areording  to  the  Father's  eoiumaiid.  To 
elevate  such  men  is  direct  nppiisition  to  ilie 
King  Ilf  kings.  •*  Cu-sed  Iks  the  deceivi  r, 
who  hath  ill  his  (lock  a  male,  and  voweth 
and  saeiifieelh  unto  the  Lord  ii  corrupi 
ihiiig.”  Msl.  i:  14.  “lie  that  ruKih 
liver  men  musi  he  just,  ruling  in  the  fear 
of  <iii!l.”  2  Sam.  xxiii  :  3. 

6.  2'he  civil  rulers  of  the  nations  are  bound 
to  Lc  nursing  fathers  to  the  church.  Tin 
ungodly  and  prufi  ii',', w  ill  i  r  ,■  out  •  hnreh  and 
Slate.  .Many  wenk.  s  n  I  limiil,  and  misin¬ 
formed  priifessiirs,  are  alarmed  hy  their  pro- 
fare  hauler.  It  is  true,  tun,  “that  liiiiis 
always  run  to  exlri'iiics.”  Mi  n  have  si'cn 
the  evils  which  have  resnlted  froni  ma¬ 
king  the  ehnreh  an  engine  of  pnifane  slate 
policy.  They  have  witnessed,  with  pain, 
ihe  rli  spots  nf  the  earth  using  llte  aid  of  an 
idiilatriitis  nr  faithless  prii itthoiiil,  |iir  the 
pur|iiisc  of  enslaving  tl.e  natiiiiis,  and  ol 
enr.eliing  ihemselvis  with  “ Ihe  sjMiils’’ ol 
oppressed  hnniiinity.  Fioni  all  lliis  they 
nave  inf.  rreil,  that  the  ehureli  of  God  is 
not  to  lie  kiiowti  as  an  ohjeet  of  favor  in  the 
kingdoms  of  the  world.  .Ml  assiieialions  ol 
husiiies.s.  luhor,  and  literature  must  1  c  mir- 
inred,  hut  the  ehureli  lelt  iillerly  negieeleil. 

We  Iciirii  from  this  that  he  would  iiiveit  tl.e 
order  of  tilings  in  Europe— he  would  iii.'iku  the 
State  an  ongiiio  of  Clnircli  policy — its  oflices 
the  rewards  of  her  iiieiiihers— lie  would  not 
unite  Cliurcli  and  Sta'o,  liiil  goreru  the  Stain  liy 
tlie  Cliurcli— iii'ike  all  the  revenues  nf  the  Slate, 
siiliscrvient  to  the  ^■^lerillg  of  its  creed.s,  &r. 
&c.,  as  was  the  rase  in  the  “  Helirew  C  uii- 
monwuallli,”  which  he  names,  saying,  “The 
Cliurcli  is  as  worthy  an  ohjes’t  of  vatiimal  fit- 
tor,  .as  she  was  in  the  days  of  David  or  Hexc- 
kiah.” 

7.  They  should  pledge  themselves  to  do 
this  by  solemn  oath,  vow  aud  covenant. 


We  wi.l  close  our  review  nf  the  first  Essay, 
entitled  “  The  Dihle  claims  nf  Messiah  to  au¬ 
thority  over  all  governinenis”— fy  his  own 
concluding  words— giving  a  synepcin  iif  all  his 
arguments. 

Prince  Messiah,  Ihen,  is  appointed  to 
rule  as  Mediator  over  the  whole  ol  Jiho- 
vah’s  dotuinitius  ;  lu'  is  well  qiialifn  d  I'or 
the  kingly  otlicc  :  lie  administi  rs  the  kirg- 
dom  ill  power  ami  righti  ousiiess  :  he  iiml.rs 
the  kingdom  of  Pnivitri  nee  to  suhsi  rve  the 
inter)  M  of  the  ehun-h  :  f«ir  Ihe  good  fif 
Zitiii  the  lordship  of  the  naliona  is  sub- 
jiH-ted  to  him.  ami  all  Ihe  nations  etimmand- 
ed  hy  the  high  and  holy  bulhority  of  the 
Eternal,  to  neknovvli-dge  him  forniully,  ca 
“  Lord  of  all  to  the  glory  of  Cod,  the 
Father." 

Essay  2iid,  is  entitled,  “  An  Ex.miinDtion  nf 
the  Coii.'titiitioii  ai  d  gnvrri  nient  of  tl  e  E'nited 
States,  relative  to  Messiah's  claims.”  Having 
piildi...hed  a  report  of  his  disci  arse,  as  end  rart  d 
ill  this  Essay,  we  suhiiiil  the  fidlowiiig  extiacts, 
merely  to  expose  their  liilsity,  ni  d  to  |  rove  the 
lairrectness  of  our  foinier  |  uhlicatiun.  Ee  saya 
ill  the  outset 

The  inter)  St  of  personal  morality,  soriel 
iirdi  r,  ami  Christiaiiiiy— all  that  respects 
ihe  improvt  nieiit  ami  tomfort  of  our  race, 
ill  ihib  lile  ;  all  that  pn parts  for  iinmorlal 
glory,  are  iiitlmnldy  cuniurteil  with  Ihe 
form,  the  prim  iples,  nnd  Ihe  ndniinistra- 
tiiiii  of  riv  il  g)ivertiment. 

Messiah,  the  Prince,  must  Im*  honored— 
(he  church  protected,  and  the  rights  of  the 
[K-ople  si  enretl  hy  the  Oiiisiitntioii:  and  the 
giivernnicnt  iniisl  he  ndmiiiisii  red  hy  men 
giiii)l  iiiul  true :  or  natioiiNl  morals  degine- 
rate,  and  ilm  public  weal  sutlers. 

In  examining  the  government  of  the 
United  Stales,  two  topics  of  inquiry  merit 
attention 

Tlsp  moral  nspeet  of  the  Constitution  : 
ami  the  iiiorul  character  of  its  udmiuisira- 
lion. 

1.  The  moral aepect  of  the  Constitution. 
The  eomplexiiin  ofllie  Uniteil  Slates’  Con- 
sliliilion  in  lliis  respt  et,  strongly  restmhlea 
that  Ilf  all  the  twenty-four  Slate  Constitu- 
lions. 

S|  caking  iifthoro  clergy  w  ho  praise  the  Con* 
stitiitiiin,  he  says  they  me  “rulpalde  ecclesins* 
til’s.  “And  his  tail  drew  the  tliiril  part  nfthe 
stars  Ilf  heaven,  and  di*l  cast  them  to  the  earth." 
(mil  the  dragen,  I  at  liis  tail,  luue  in  tfc  West.) 
Kev.  xii  :  4.  “Let  him  that  rcadeth  under* 
stand.”  ’ 

Now,  if  it  is  true,  that  civil  governments 
are  lioiinil  to  Hekiiiivvled(re  '•  the  Lord  and 
his  Chritt,"  n\\i\  the  United  Siatia  have 
not  dime  so,  it  w  ill  i.ot  nvi  il  to  set  up  Ihe 
defeupe  that  the  Federal  Constitution  it  8 
mere  treaty.  This  apology  was,  indeed, 
made  some  years  ago,  hy  a  writer  in  Penn* 
sylvaiiia.  in  reply  to  a  very  learnetl  essay 
entitled  “The  Sons  of  Oil,”  hy  the  Rev. 
Or.  Wylie,  professor  of  languages  in  Um 
Pennsylvania  University. 
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W*  would  much  like  to  get  a  copy  of  the  E«- 
*iy  by  Dr.  Wylie— -we  douljt  not  it  is  in  favor 
of  the  anointeil  ones  bearing  eXrInsive  mlv— l<>r 
who  ever  knew  these  D.  D.’s  to  w  iite  on  ai.y 
other  |H>liticH  than CIiuitIi  and  State? 

But,  ro'ider,  do  look  at  the  following  full  and 
explicit  (Joclar.ition  of  rrcabylcriaii  clergy  re- 
publicaniani: — 

The  United  States  are  in  the  ilnminion 
of  tliu  Kin^  of  kin;^,  and  they  mijrht  ti; 
have  ]M)litically  honored  liini,  whom  they 
have  iiHiio.ialiy  dishu;i4ired  both  in  tlieory 
and  in  praelirt.  The  nation  has  Hiiined. 

I.  In  the  Huorif  of  the  frovcrnnirnl. 

J.  Atheista,  OeiMK.  Jews,  Pagans,  and 
pruf.tne  men,  of  the  moat  abandoned  man- 
iters,  are  as  elioiblu  to  oti’iee  hy  the  Unite)! 
States’  Constitution,  as  men  fearing  God 
an.l  h  itinjieiivetousness.  Its  wonls  are  : — 

**  N)»  reli/ious  test  shall  i  ver  la;  required 
as  uqu.)lifi;'ation  to  any  onie..Mir  inihlie  ti  ns: 
under  llie  Unileil  States.”  U.  S.  (,'cai. 
art.  V(.  stM*.  iii.  Gnl's  law  is  : — *•  Eh-ei 
able  men,  surh  us  fear  God,  men  of  ti'ut!i, 
hating  covelonsness.”  "He  that  ruleih 
over  men  ninst  be  just,  riding  in  the  feai 
of  Goil.”  This  eoinmand  of  Jehovah  pre- 
aerilies,  at  least,  three  religiovs  tests,  in 
these  words. 

1.  “  Fearers  of  God" — those  who  wor¬ 
ship  him.  I  low  shall  wu  know  thnt  any 
(nan  fears  Go  I,  unless  he  makes  a  profes¬ 
sion  of  his  faith  in  Christ  ? 

2.  "Men  of  truth" — surh  as  arc  sound 
in  the  faith,  not  mere  prolinisors  id‘  ndigion 
—for  the  Fagan  profoM  s  to  fear  Gial ; — 
but  one  who  re<x-ives  the  true  Gospel  ol 
God. 

3.  "  Hating  covetnusness”— "just  men” 
in  their  de.dinir — men  who  perform  tin 
duties  enjoined  in  the  sersiml  table  ol  tin 
hivv— not  profane  swearers,  ^ahbuth  break¬ 
ers,  caril  players,  and  lilartines.  This  i> 
common  sense  too.  What  ean  be  mare 
absurd  than  to  set  over  a  nation  as  rulers, 
men  who  hate  God,  men  of  lies,  and  lovers 
of  covetousness  ?  Hut  the  Coiistitniioii 
says  expressly,  tliat  what  God  comtnands, 
shall  not  lie  done.  This  is  surely  a  very 
great  and  iliruct  moral  evil  in  the  Constitu¬ 
tion.  The  C<nislitution,  in  effect,  says  to 
Prince  Messiah,  your  command  is,  that 
your  friends  shall  Ik:  enlrustwl  with  power : 
but  it  shall  not  be  ilone.  Your  enemies 
arc  as  competent  to  bear  rule,  as  youi 
friends. 

False  as  his  oten  creed,  is  this  assertion !  The 
Constitution  nor  Cllri^ti!lnily  requires  any  per¬ 
secution  or  exclusion  from  oflice,  in  govern¬ 
ment,  because  of  religiovs  views.  Moral  tests 
are  made  by  all.  But  the  Doctor  here  mingles 
moral  an.l  religi«ais  tests.  Messiah,  iior  God, 
nor  the  New  Testament,  says,  ‘‘  iiiy  friends 
(hall  lie  entrusted  with  civil  power"— no  proof 
of  (uch  requisition  can  lie  ftiiiiid— nor  ilocs  the 
Conititution  say  that  their  friends  shall  not  be 
entrusted  with  power.  “  All  liars  shall  have 
their  part”  &c.  and  Or.  Willson  has  or  will 
here  hie. 

At  one  time  when  the  Samaritans  would  not 


reecice  Jesvs  into  their  houses,  his  disciples 
wislual  to  call  down  fire  from  heaven  anil  coii- 
siiniu  them— Dr.  Willson,  hecanse  some  men 
will  not  roceire  Jesus  as  he  has  received  him, 
Would  pnnl>h  siiidi  liy  uxcluiliiig  them  from 
olfice.',  rights  and  privileges!  ”  Ye  know  not 
wh.it  inumier  of  spirit  ye  are  of,”  is  applicable 
to  both. 

3.  The  "  King  of  kings  nnd  Lord  of 
lords"  is  not  iiekiiowleilgevl,  hy  the  remo¬ 
test  allusion,  to  the  elainis  of  his  holy 
iovi rnmiiit.  lienee  tin:  nation  says 

"  We  will  not  have  this  man  to  reign  over 
iis.”  A  fmidameiitid  theory,  or  maxim  on 
whic  h  the  Coiiveiiiion  proceeiled,  renderisl 
>ueh  an  ncknowledgiMiu’iit  impossihle. — 
riiu  innxini  is  this— "all  men,  wliatevei 
nay  be  their  religions,  or  irreligious  tenets, 
have  an  equal  right  to  pnriieipute  in  tin 
•ivil  j)riviUg(  S  of  the  eonimonwealtli.” — 
riiere  Were  infidels  in  the  Convention— at 
present,  it  is  snflieient  to  mention  Dr. 
Franklin  niul  Mr.  Madison.  Had  then 
Itcen  any  net  of  liomnge  to  Messiah,  Lord 
■  if  all,  it  would  have cxeliiih'd  every  iiitiilel, 
Jew  and  Pagan,  from  all  those  oflices  to 
wliieli  an  oath  to  the  Constitution Was  an¬ 
nexed. 

Hero  is  the  oliject — these  Infidels,  Jews  ami 
Pagans,  iK-rupy  posts  which  the  saints  want, 
ami  give  n»t  to  the  rburch  those  loavas  and  fish¬ 
es  which  it  needs — Oh,  that  tlierc  was  a  test 
ill  the  Constitution ! 

4.  The  Constitution  positively  deehtrer 
■hat  nothing  shtill  be  done  by  the  govern- 
ment  far  the  advancement  of  the  Christian 
religion,  "  Congress  shall  make  no  law 
respeeliiig  an  eskddisliiiient  of  religion.’' 
Aiiiendinenis,  art.  i.  The  words  art;  not. 
Congress  shall  not  esttiblish  any  religion  : 
but  "  in»  law /vs/zref/ngr  the  estublislinient 
of  religion.'’  WIintevir  has  any  respect 
tn  religion  or  tends  to  give  it  stability,  is 
prohibited  by  this  article.  Any  act  of  lioni- 
age  to  Alniiglily  God,  is  religion.  Any 
law  that  would  eneonrnge  or  onintenanei 
an  act  of  lioniagc  to  Jeliovali,  would  tend 
to  tlic  cstablislimeiil  of  religion. 

Why  treat  thus  all  religion?  Whydis- 
franeliise,  by  s«demn  act.  llic  cliurcli  of  the 
living  God.  Go.d  Almighty  says,  in  the 
text  quoted  above  (Isa.  lx;  16.)  tlinl  eivil'l 
rulers  shall  nnrsc  tlic  ehureli — the  Consli-  j 
union  says  they  shall  not.  Which  is  right? 
"  All !  sinful  nation,  lailen  with  iniquity.’* 
The  Constitution  says  religion  shall  be  dis- 
eonntimanced  by  the  Congress  of  the  United 
!?tMtes. 

5.  There  is  no  acknowledgemnit  of  Al- 
mighty  God,  nor  any,  even  the  most  remote, 
token  of  national  subjection  to  Jehovah,  the 
Creator. 

Here  is  a  list  of  positive,  slanderous  fiilse- 
hooils — ami  deliberately,  wilfully  told,  or  3. 
R.  Willson,  D.  D.,  is  ignorant  of  the  meaning 
Ilf  plain  English.  There  is  a  difference  lietwecn 
‘‘ort  establishment  of  religion”  and  “tAeostjib- 
lishinent  of  religion,”  yet  he  quotes  them  both 
as  (ynonymous  1  Is  it  oot  evident  that  tho 


clause  quoted  from  the  Constitution  relates  only 
to  a  national  ostiihli.-hod  church  t  But  tliere  is 
the  sore  part— the  Dr.  wants  such  **  an  estab- 
li.shmciit”— .and  l:ecnu.-e  he  i.iiimol  get  it,  hia 
jims  soul  is  filled  with  venom,  and  his  Ao/y 
mouth  with  lying  slander,  lias  “the  church 
ofthe  living  GihI”  any  right  to  hold  drifiifllcea 
—is  it  not  till!  church  of  Christ,  whose  ‘‘king- 
iliiin  is  not  of  this  world — whose  kingdi-m  it  net 
(ivil  hilt  spiritual?  How  then  can  it  be  disfran¬ 
chised  by  a  civil  government? 

The  Constitiitioii  lines  not  say  that  civil  rulers 
shall  NOT  nurse  the  thurch.  Every  man,  wheth¬ 
er  ruler  or  ruled,  has  the  right  secured  to  him  fi» 
do  .as  he  pleases— there  i.s  neither  restriction  nor 
injimctioii — "  to  his  own  ina-ter  he  standeth  or 
t'dieth”  in  this  respect,  and  government  judges 
him  not.  The  Cou.-.titiitioii  doe.s  not  s.ay  that 
“religion  shall  bo  discoimtciianced”  hy  any 
(Miwer  or  person.  Until  Dr.  W.  brings  soma- 
lliiiig  more  than  assertion,  he  will  be  treated 
thus  imciiurteoiisly  by  all  honest  men  who  love 
the  truth  and  hale  fifcehoml.  Having  thus 
looked  at  his  slanders  of  our  institutions,  let  iia 
turn  to  his  slanders  of  the  fathers  and  ru.'ars  of 
our  country. 

Among  the  Deists,  who  subserifn-d  these 
arlieli-s  [of  Confederation]  we  find  Tliomae 
McKean  mill  Uocl.  Franklin. 

Doct.  Franklin  was  notoriously  n  Deist, 
and  those  who  overriilctl  his  motion,  (to 
aeknovviedge  God  in  the  Constitution)  must 
lijive  liccn  worse  fhiin  Deists— even  Athe¬ 
ists.  Can  any  mini  doiil.t  thnt  llu-y  were 
atheoi,  “  without  God,”  or  .\tlieist?  Who, 
of  rliem  all,  gave  any  decisive  evidence  of 
tlieirlicing  Cliristians.exeept  Willinm  Few? 
f  do  not  s(K‘ak  certainly.  But  a  biography 
of  till;  nienila'rs  of  llint  Convention,  as  to 
ilieir fearing  God,  would  not,  it  is  believed, 
add  much  to  the  moral  liunur  of  our  coun- 
try. 

But  one  excepted  out  of  tho  brightest  and 
most  glorious  hand  of  worthies  that  ever  did 
honor  to  hmiinnity  !  Tiiis  is  really  ton  had  fiir 
eten  Dr.  Willson! — “enough,”  ns  he  himself 
says  of  one  act  done  hy  the  Convention,  “  to 
make  the  dccil  blush.” 

1.  Ungodly  men  have  omipied,  and  do 
now  oecnpy,  many  ol'  the  ofTicinl  stntions. 
in  the  government.  The  clause  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution,  barring  all  moral  qualifications, 
has  not  liecn  a  dead  letter.  There  have 
iK’cn  seven  Presidents  of  the  Uniteil  Slates 
—and  of  eneli  of  them  it  may  he  said,  as 
Jeliovali  s:iys  of  the  king  of  Israel  after 
the  revolt  of  the  ten  lrilM‘8,  "  He  did  that 
which  was  evil  in  llie  sight  of  the  Lord.” 

Of  Wa.shington  he  says: 

His  Sniiliailis  were  not  spent  ns  the  "fear- 
era  of  llie  Lord”  employ  iliat  holy  day.— 
His  dentil,  as  recorded  by  Dr.  Ramsey,  is 
much  more  like  a  Heathen  Pliilosnpher's, 
than  like  that  of  a  Saint  of  God. 

He  was  President  of  the  ConTcntion, 
that  vot''d  the  name  of  the  living  God  out 
of  the  Constitution.  It  is  to  his  everlattmg 
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dishonor,  that  ht  ia  not  known  to  liavt*  o|>- 
poacd  that  insult  oflered  to  tin*  Lord  God. 
who  had  made  him  so  great  und  sucressful 
a  cfiptnin. 

Should  any  one  wiitli  to  sec  a  positive  piiMic 
declaration  of  Wasliiiifrtoii’s,  on  the  sulijcct  «ir 
Christianity,  they  will  find  it  on  the  last  page  of 
this  paper.  Added  to  this,  his  coninnining  he* 
fore  he  was  elected  President — his  actions  dur¬ 
ing  his  whole  life,  (fir  actions  speak  louder  than 
toords,)  prove  him  a  Christian— not  of  Willson 
and  Ely's  stamp— hilt  a  tnu  Christian.  If  any 
one  would  see  Dr.  Willson’s  test  of  Chrisi'.ani. 
ty,  they  may  find  it  iningled  up  in  the  fillowing 
abuse  of  Washington  und  his  whole  Cabinet. 

The  Cahinot  which  Gen.  Washington 
chose,  indicates  that  he  was  not  a  fearer  of 
the  Lord.  Mr.  Hamillon.  his  Secretary  ol 
the  Treasury,  was  an  uncha.ste  man,  and 
died  by  a  dual.  .Mr.  Jefl'erson, his  Secretary 
ofStaU'.  was  an  avow«d  infidel,  who  miK'k- 
ed  at  every  thing  sacred.  You  know  men 
by  their  society.  Among  the  memhers  ol 
the  first  C.ibjiiel  of  the  Federal  Excentive, 
vital  godliness  would  have  liecn  mocked  at 
as  fanaticism.  Which  of  the  heads  of  de¬ 
partments  prayed  in  his  family  daily? — 
Which  of  them  sanetifieil  the  Lord’s  day. 
by  abstaining  from  worldly  coiiversatiun. 
company  and  business?  The  practical 
piety  of  the  Bible,  as  exliibitcd  in  Boston's 
Fourfold  State.  Edwards  on  tlic  Atlectioiis. 
und  M’LcimI  on  True  Godliness,  had  she 
been  introduced  to  the  inmates  of  IVushing- 
toiCs  Palace,  would  have  been  derided  as  a 
fanatic. 

Why,  what  a  set  of  niuutical,  “  round  head” 
and  '*  long-rump-Parliament”  legislators  and 
rulers  this  nation  would  he  cursed  with, 
could  Dr.  Willson  make  a  CunKtitutinn  and  cn* 
force  it  on  the  people !  It  would  go  iiir  beyond 
the  English  C.nnm  mwoalth  in  Croinweir.s,  or 
Scotland  in  the  Covenanter’s  times. 

Washington  was  succeetled  by  Mr.  John 
Adams,  a  lawyer  of  some  distinction,  who 
wrote  and  pulilished  an  elaborate  work  on 
the  Fcileral  Cuastitutiou.  lie  scaled  his 
Unitarianism,  at  the  cominniiion  tahh*  o! 
Dr.  Joseph  Priestly,  liic  Soeiiiiaii.  in  Phi¬ 
ladelphia,  while  he  was  Secretary  of  Slate. 
He  had  been  a  constant  hearer  and  admirer 
of  Priestly,  for  soma  time  before  he  ratified, 
at  his  S.icrament,  the  rejection  of  Messiah's 
Godhead.  [Priestly's  Life,  volume  ii.  p. 
869.  Mr.  Adams  continued  in  ofliee  hut 
four  years,  imd  Dr.  Prie.stly  w'as  liiechiel 
instrument  of  preventing  his  re-election. 
Wilson  on  the  .•\lonemcnt.  pp.  146-153.] 

Mr.  Jefferson,  the  suceessor  of  Mr. 
Adams,  was  an  avowed  infidel,  and  notori¬ 
ously  addicted  to  iinmor.Hlity.  To  the 
common  decency  of  Washington's  or  Ad¬ 
ams’  moral  department,  he  had  no  preten¬ 
tions. 

Madison,  to  the  grief  of  his  parents, 
abandoned  the  study  of  Theology,  and  en¬ 
tered  the  office  of  the  ixfidel  and  liber- 
TiEB  Jefferson,  as  student  of  law. 

Would  any  one  know  vhy  this  harsh  Ian- 1 


gii'ige  i.i  applied  to  JefTersoii'H  religious  .niid 
moral  character?  let  him  rcail  the  following, 
rontnined  in  a  mile  in  the  iippimdix  of  the  Doc¬ 
tor's  pamphlet  The  Prcsbyieiian  clergy 
are  liiuil<!<t:  the  in  ist  intolerant  of  all  sects; 
tyrannical  and  aiidiilious ;  ready  at  the  word  of 
the  l.iw-giver,  if  such  a  Word  ciiulJ  he  obtain¬ 
ed,  to  put  the  torch  to  the  pile,  und  kindle  the 
flames,  in  wliich  tlieir  oracle,  Calvin,  consumed 
itie  poor  Servelus."— -Jt.rrEPSON. 

Towards  Madison's  religious,  lint  not  to¬ 
wards  Ills  moral  character,  Dr.  W.  bears  equal 
hatred.  ”  Love  your  enemies.” 

Jedersoii  probably  miidc  him  n  Deist, 
mid  yet  his  moral  deportment,  ns  it  regards 
the  second  table  of  the  laic,  has  been  re- 
sp;ctth!c.  For  the  honor  of  ihecoiinlry,  wc 
ho|M-lhat  he  will  not  CONTRIVE  to  die 
on  the  ail  of  July. 

Wliat  can  this  mean !  Is  it  not  a  malignant, 
lilnck-liearled  insinuation  that  Jefl'erson,  the  el¬ 
der  Aduin.s,  and  .Monroe,  all  committed  suicidk 
— “co.sTRivED  to  die" — on  the  4tli  of  July? 
D  ics  Dr.  IVilLson  hiiii.sclf  bdiece—yco,  even 
suspect  this  to  be  tine?  or  docs  he  offer  it 
only  to  make  others  believe  it? 

Mr.  Monroe  lived  and  died  like  a  second 
rate  .Athenian  Pliiloso|iher. 

Mr.  John  Q.  Adams  and  Gen.  Jackson 
arc  yet  in  public  life.  Compare  their 
characters  willi  those  of  Hczekiali  and  Jo- 
siah,  "fearers  of  the  Lord,"  who  reigned 
over  Israel,  and  there  will  be  little  difficul¬ 
ty  in  estimating  the  amount  of  holiness 
which  they  practice  in  tliefearof  the  Lord. 
.\o  Federal  Cabinet,  since  the  first  form- 
c.l,  has  given  any  more  evidence  of  the  fear 
of  the  Lord,  than  did  that,  of  Washington. 

Some  State  Governors  have  been  profes¬ 
sors  of  tlic  Christian  religion.  But  in  loo 
many  instances,  llis  State  Cabinet  has  re- 
semhlcd,  in  irreligion,  that  of  the  Federal 
Govi  riimcnt. 

There  have  been  seven  Governors  ol 
Pennsylvania,  and  tlic  same  number  of 
New-York.  Their  cliaracters  have  been 
generally  analogous  to  those  of  llie  Presi¬ 
dents.  One  in  Pennsylvania,  and  two  in 
New-York,  are  believed  to  have  lieeii  jmis- 
sessors  of  religion.  The  heads  of  ilepart- 
'meiits  in  the  Federal  Government,  have 
been  with  very  few  cxce|)lions,  destitute  o( 
all  pretensions  to  tlie  cliaraeter  of  fearers 
of  the  Lord.  In  tlie  session  of  Coiigress 
18*23-33,  11(1  more  than  sevcti  out  of  the 
llirec  huinlreil  and  nine  meinhers  of  Con¬ 
gress  eould  lie  prevailed  upon  to  meet  and 
pr  ly  logellier.  The  Patroon  of  this  eity', 
whose  clinracier  as  an  exemplary  Christian 
is  well  known,  informs  the  writer  of  iliese 
jiages,  iliat  when  he  was  in  Congress  the 
tmmber  of  praying  members  was  greater  ; 
so  that  there  is  an  increasing  degeneracy. 

3.  The  morals  of  the  citizens  arc'  lie- 
coming  more  and  more  corrupt.  Boston 
is  nearly  us  immoral  as  ancient  Tyre  was. 

The  long  lamentations  that  the  elder  Adams 
was  a  Unitarian,  and  caused  that  heresy  to 
spread  as  it  has  done  in  the  land,  is  very  good 


— sorry  are  we  tliat  our  limits  forbid  us  to  es« 
tract  it.  Hi:  supposes  that  iiecuuse  Presbyteri- 
aiiisiii  is  so  riipidly  declining,  the  people's  mo- 
rals  arc  liccoiiiiiig  very  corrupt,  and  finnily  de. 
c-laros  that  Oo.-ton,  the  bead  ipiartcrs  of  thiiver- 
sa'isin  and  Ullililriillli^ln  is  nearly  as  immoral 
as  ancient  Tyre  teas,” 

The  Georgia  Missionaries  are  broiiglit  in  as  a 
proof  that  the  Goveniineiitpersecafe.s/ur  preach¬ 
ing  the  Gosjtel  I  Wliy,Ho  it  persecuted  the  Chris* 
tiaiis  ill  Shay's  iiisiirrertioii  in  .Mass.,  and  in  the 
Whiskey  in:-urre(-tiun  in  Penn. — so  it  persecutes 
the  many  criniinals  who  are  bung  tor  robbing 
the  mail,  and  arc  converted  just  in  time  to  es¬ 
cape  all  the  piinislimentsufllieiriniqiiitier— so, 
ill  short,  it  persecutes  all  who  rebel  against  its 
laws,  as  the  Missionaries  hate  Dnirr. 

The  Docutr  congratnl.ites  himself  very  niui-h, 
because  in  JeflL-rson’s  and  J.  Q.  Adams’  elec¬ 
tion,  some  over-zealous  politicians,  with  wlmro 
tbeenil  jii-itities  the  me  ins,  endenvored  to  excite 
the  minds  of  bigots  against  their  election  by 
harping  on  their  religious  opinions.  We 
hope  the  Doctor's  rejoicings  will  be  a  warning 
to  all  such,  in  future,  not  thus  unwittingly  to  aid 
the  “  Christian  party  in  piditics.”  He  ex¬ 
pects,  tlirongb  the  Anti-Ma>onic  party,  the 
innitipliratiun  of  Schools,  the  diffusion  of 
knowledge,  and  the  circulation  of  the  Bible,  yet 
to  have  a  religious  test  established  iu  the  poli¬ 
tics  of  the  land. 

Of  bis  notes  in  the  appendix,  we  give  ex¬ 
tracts  from  two— the  first,  railing  against  the 
members  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State— the 
second,  in  part  recanting  his  Fanny  Wright  and 
Robert  D.  Owen  slanders  of  Washington.— 
Mind  the  amalgamation. 

In  the  House  of  Representatives  of  this 
State,  at  the  election  of  chaplains,  a  motion 
was  made  to  dispense  with  prayer.  In  the 
discussion,  Mr.  Myers,  a  Jewish  repre¬ 
sentative  from  New-York,  look  on  active 
part  against  prayer.  This  was  in  ehnrncicr, 
as  all  the  ehaphiins  pray'  in  llie  name  of 
Jesus  of  Nazareth,  whom  his  fathers  cruci¬ 
fied,  and  whom  he  rejects  as  an  impostor.

of  tlie  empire,  and  Ibuinl  time  (or  iiivrsiign- 
tion  and  devotion.

Skiiiiier,  fr.nn  Acts  xvii  :  22,— *’  Furasmucli 
then  as  we  are  the  otfipring  of  God,”  Ac. — 9. 

Skin¬ 
ner. 

The  house  was  filled  at  an  early  hour  to  over¬ 
flowing,  and  inatjy  went  away  who  could  tiot 
gain  admission  fur  want  of  room.  The  most 
perfect  order  and  regularity  were  observed 
throughout  the  services,  and  the  most  devout 
attention  paid  to  the  exercises.  The  galleries 
on  three  sides  of  the  house,  W'ere  graced  with 
an  uncomiiiniily  mimcrous  choir  of  singers  ;
